The committee on the bi-centennial celebra- 

tion of the Cambridge Platform, appointed at the 
last annual meeting reported. The report was 
unfavorable to euch a celebration. It was. finally 
resolved that the event should be observed by re- 
ligious services, and that the pastors be requested 
to deliver a historical discourse on that subject. 
Rev. Dr. Todd was chairman of this committee. 
In the report, he quoted the following extract from 
4 letter that he received from one of the commit- 
tee. “My own impressions (you will allow me 
to be entirely frank with you) are, that the celebra- 
tion proposed is inexpedient ; and whatever thought 
I have given to the subject, has seemed to mature 
these impressions into icti As with the 
kingdom of God, so with Congregationalism, it 
cometh not with observation.

It was resolved to make 
efforts to raise enoogh to afford at least £150 to 
each minister. 

Church Building —\t was reported that 676 
churches bave been erected since the Disruption 
—55 during the past year, Of these, 487 are free 
from all debt. It was proposed to raise £10,000 
the present year for new churches. The land- 
lords and aristocracy are beginning to grant sites 
for churches. 

Temperance—A Committee was appointed to 
take into consideration the aspects of intemper- 
ance, and to devise means for mitigating and re- 
moving this evil—it being understood that the 
principles to be adopted and the means to be em- 
ployed for this object should be such as had the 
explicit sanction of the word of God. 

The churches on this side of the Atlantic have 
| felt a deep interest in the Free Church of Scot- 
land, and they will rejoice to hear of her contin- 
wed prosperity. The sacrifices which the Free 
Church of Scotland made when they left the es- 


tablishment, were similar to those which the exil- | 


ed churches of this Commonwealth made, when 
they, a few years since, left the houses where they 
and their fathers had worshipped. Now that they 
are free from bondage, no temporal consideration 
could induce them again to submit their necks to 
the yoke of the oppressor. They have both found 
that God will succeed and prosper those who for- 
sake houses and lands for his name’s sake.

Barnstable Co. Conference of Churches. 


The semi-annval meeting was held in the | 


church of the Rev. H. B. Hooker, in Falmouth. The 
meeting commenced on Tuesday, 8th ult., one of the 
loveliest days of Jovely June. A large portion of 
the members were present. Even Provincetown, 
the extremity of the Cape, was represented, as 
was Nantucket, by a large delegation. 

Rev. E. Bacon presided. The P. M. services of 
Tuesday were introduced by the Pastoral Address, 
by Rev. J. H. Pettingell of South Dennie. The 
subject was the causes of the present defective 
piety in the churches. These were stated with 
great clearness and force, and presented a mass of 
thought and energy of appeal suited to do great 
good.

| The evening of Tuesday and the A. M, of 
Wednesday were occupied principally with state- 
ments concerning the state of religion in the 
churches. These were of great interest. Some 
of the most precious revivals ever known within 
our bounds have occurred within the last six 
months. As the fruits of a work of grace in Nan- 
tucket the past winter, forty-three have been 
| added to the church, twenty-six of whom were 
| connected with the Sabbath schoo!. In Chatham 
| about fifty cases of hope have occurred ; forty-one 
have already made profession. Few of these were 
under twenty-one. Most of them were heads of 
| families. Several were sea captains in stations of 
commanding influence. {n Harwich there have 
| been eight or nine hopeful conversions. In Cen- 
| terville about the same number. In several other 
| towns connected with the Conference, there have 
| been a few cases of conversion within the last six 
| months. 
| It appeared from the reports from the churches 
| that, though reviving influences had not been ex- 
tensively enjoyed, yet there was a healthy state of 
religious feeling, increasing attendance on public 
| worship, a growing interest in the benevolent in- 
stitutions of the day and general religious pros- 
| perity.

The U.S. steamer Mary Kingsland, Capt. Da- 
vis, arrived at New Orleans on the 17th inst., from 
Vera Cruz the 9th, and from Brazos the 13h inst. 
She brings us more détails of the most important 
event that has lately happened in that part of 
Mexico, viz: the attack on Col. McIntosh’s train. 

Attack on the Train.—We learn that the whole 
of the immense train, under the escort of Colonel 
McIntosh and 800 men, proceeding onward to the 
head quarters of General Scott, were attacked by a 
guerilla party at a point just fifteen miles beyond 
Santa Fe, a village just eight miles from Vera 
Cruz. The moment the attack was made on the 
head of the train, the dragoons chi on the en- 
emy and dispersed them. After lapse of a 
very short time, the Mexicans again made their 

pp in ingly overwhelming numbers, 
at least 1700 or 1800 strong, and opened a fire 
on several points at once.

Fhe Mexicans are said to be posted in consid- 
erable strength in the vicinity of the National 
Bridge, (Puente Nacional) close to which the train 
isentrenched. They are determined to dispute the 
passage with us. Gen. Cadwallader, on his junction 
with Col. McIntosh, will be at the head of about 
1500 strong, and he has declared that he shall 
soon be able to clear the road of those desperadoes, 
the guerillas. Although the name is not given, 
there is little doubt of the Mexicans being under 
the command of Padre Jarueta, the Spaniard of 
whose exploits we have already spoken in these 
colamns, The exact sum, in specie, conveyed 
by this train in $350,000. There is no authentic 
intelligence of the loss sustained by either party, 
in this encounter. Dr. Harney, brother of the 
Colonel, it is said, received a musket ball in the 
leg, which, was, however, but a flesh wound.

Garrison of Vera Cruz.—We have been inform- 
ed that the number of at Vera Cruz, since 
the departure of Gen. Cadwallader has been reduc- 
ed to so low a figure as to give rise to some ap- 
prehensions for the safety of the city, in case of 
an attack by anything like the number said to be 
under Pedro Jarveta. There were were not more 
than forty men fit for duty in the Castle of San 
Juan de Uloa when the Massachusetts left. 


By the Magnetic Telegraph, we learn that Gen. 
Cadwallader joined Col. Mcintosh with a rein- 
forcement at the Nacional Bridge, when the whole 
was attacked by the Mexicans. The battie lasted 
several hours. The Mexicans were defeated with 
aloss of 100 men. The Americans lost 15 killed 
and 40 wounded. The train then moved forward 
to Jalapa. 

By Magnetic Telegraphic dispatches to the 
daily papers, the following news has been receiv- 
ed :—A party left Puebla for Vera Cruz, under the 
command of Capt. Bainbridge, and on the route 
were attacked several times by guerillas.

It 
may indicate that the Spirit is moving upon | 
the hearts of the saints, and preparing them 
for the visitations of his grace. Revivals of 
religion are greatly needed—revivals of great | 
extent, and power, and purity. Unless they 
are ced, how dismal are the Pros- | 
pects of the church!

t even in this time of darkness and fear, | 
may not the wise be instructed, and become | 
yet wiser? Is it not possible that hurtful | 
errors have in past times of prosperity, crept | 
into the church? Have not spurious revi- | 
vals in Some instances, been mistaken for 
the genuine work of God? Have not the | 

ignty of grace, and the efficiency of 
the Spirit been too much overlooked? And 
have not the power and skill of man in pro- | 
moting revivals been too much commended, 
and too much confidence been placed in them? | 
Have not the power and utility of the doc- | 
trines of the Bible been underrated, and too | 
much reliance been placed upon fervid ap- 
peals, and earnest expostulations? May we 
not infer a i of mercy in the 
State of spiritual declension, to 
teach the people of God wisdom, that they 
may cease from man, and return unto God, 
who is their strength; that they may rely 
less upon new measures, and human improve- 
ments, and more upon the word and spirit 
of God? Looking back upon the past, and 
comparing results, the people of God may | 
distinguish between a mere religious excite- | 
ment, and the revival of God’s work. 
Religious excitements may be very good, or | 
very bad. They may be of God, they may be | 
of man ; and who shall say that the great de- | 
ceiver of men is never a leader inthem? It} 
is good to be zealously affected, always ina 
thing; but all zeal is not good. There 
is in true religion much which is exciting ; | 
and it is to be expected that if men feel the 
power of religion they will be full of life, 
and energy, and impulsive zeal. But neither 
the strength nor the continuance of relig- 
jous excitement proves a genuine revival. It 
may be proper to inquire, what is the nature 
of the excitement? By what instrumentali- 
ties and intl was it produced? What 
moral _ are developed and illustrat- 
ed in nt hat spirit is evinced?) What 
characters formed, or exhibited? How much 
of God is obvious, and how much of man? 
And which is the most prominent, sanctified 
humanity, or selfishness with religious ap- 
pearances, professions and movements? Re- | 
ligion is a word used to describe things in- | 
finitely diverse ; and men may be very re- 
ligious, while they are very wicked. The 
priests of Baal showed as much religious zeal | 
as did the prophet of the Lord; but they 
were the priests of Baal still; and their relig- 
ion, though fervid, was an abomination in the 
sight of chong The Jews were under a| 
powerful religious excitement, when they | 
clamored for the blood of Christ. So was 
Saul of Tarsus, when being exceedingly mad 
against christians, he persecuted them even | 
unto strange cities. So were the Ephesians, 
when for the space of two hours they cried, | 
is Diana of the Ephesians. Paganism | 
abounds in religious excitements, nor is Pa- 
pacy in its worst state, wanting. A spurious | 
revival of religion may be with as mighty ag- | 
itation of the popular mind, as the general | 
tevival on the day of Pentecost. Let the | 
friends of God look back on the past, and | 
judge. Let them make distinctions which | 
will be profitable in their future experience 
and enterprise. Now, while piety languish- 
€8, an opportunity is presented to judge of 
the difference between the talkers and the 
doers in Zion. It is much easier to talk, than 
todo; and with their lips men may honor 
God, while their hearts are far from him. Re- 
ligious words and a holy life are not neces- 
sarily united. Some, who are the most im- 
passioned and copious in religious talk, in the | 
day of trial evince the smallest measure of | 
Correct principle. A man who is self-deceiv- | 
ed, or who is a hypocrite, may talk as earn- 
estly, argue as strenuously, and exhort as 
warmly as he who is enlightened, and led by | 
the Spirit of God. The man who is com-| 
mitted to the promotion of sectarian purpo- | 
se8, or who falsely assumes that he is heaven's | 
favorite, may exceed all others in the relig- | 
ion of the tongue, though his heart is not | 
right with God, and he is a stranger to what} 
is most essential in christian experience. It 
may well be presumed, that if men’s hearts 
are full of the love of God, and the joys of} 
is salvation, their feelings will find utter-| 
ance; and that out of the abundance of the | 
heart, the mouth will speak. But as the
